THESE ARE the good daya of the 
Moroccan monarchy — a time of 
expansion despite the economic 
problems regulting from the drop 
in phosphate prices, the 81 bililon- 
a-year arms purchases 
necessitated by the Sahara war 
and the continent's instability ex- 
pressed by the fighting in Zaire, 
Chad, Angola, Rhodesia and 
Ethiopia. 

Suddenly, a country for years on 
the periphery — the peripheries of 
the Arab world, black Africa and 
the Western alliance — finds iteelf 
at the centre. 

The King, once considered weak 
and shell-shocked by the 
assassination attempta in the ear- 
ly 1970s, has come into his own, He 
has successfully balanced 
domestic political forces — for 
instance, he named ag foreign 
minister the leader of the opposi- 
tion, a rightist friend of the PLO, 
M'hamed Boucetta, He has 
launched himself as a 
peacemaker in the Arab-larae] 
dispute. He has declared himself 
ready to lead a pan-African force 
of dissuasion to protect African 
atates from leftist destabilization, 
He has said his troops would 
rescue Zaire for a third or fourth 
time if need be. 

What troubles him and other 

Moroccans is the U.S. They see 
America in retreat, paralysed by 
the fear of any foreign involve- 
ment that might be compared to 
Vietnam. They see an ambitious 
Russia no longer afraid of making 
mistakes — of “losing” a country 
such as Wgypt, or “wasting” 
millions in a country such as 
Somalia — and uninhibited by 
Considerationa of an American 
responge. 
“Are we witnessing the decline of 
the U.S, and the rise of the Soviet 
Union?" my Moroccan hosts kept 
asking. Far into the night, they 
reassured themselves with an 
argument that ran something like 
this: 

“It can't be because America is 
too powerful and Russia is still in- 
ferlor in so many ways. Africa 
could be the Kremiin's undoing. 
But can the West rely on the 
Russians . overextending 
themselves?

Feunded in 1801 
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THE ISRAEL Sports Federation 
last week Introduced to the press 
And the public slx young athictes, 
many of whom dream of represen- 
ting larael In the 1980 Olympic 
Games. They include wreatiers, 
track-and-field men --- and, sur- 
prisingly, a skier. 

The six, all from the U.S., came 
to Israel on June 25, but had been 
kept out of the public eye until last 
week's presa conference. A 
seventh member of the group, 
Halfa-born Dov Djerassi, already 
haa left the country. 

“We didn’t want any publicity 
until the athletes were actually 
here and we knew who we had, but 
word of It got out," Aharon Doron, 
a former aluf who ia now chalr- 
man of the Sports Federation, 
sald. Beyond that, the con- 
apicuous hulks of American 
athletic brawn could hardly be 
kept out of aight for long in Israel. 

“We brought these athletca here 
as Immigrants so that they might 
appear for Israel at the Olympic 
Games In Moscow In 1980,'' Doron 
explained. If no objection is ralsed 
by the American athlotle 
authorities there will bo no 
problems with the International 
Athletic Association or tho Inter- 
national Olympic Committee, he 
added, 

“All we ask of the American 
athictes In that they devote two 
years to Israel,‘ Doron sald, 
“What will be after that no one 
can tell." 

One can hardly be blamed for 
queationing the wisdom of impor- 
Ung athletes for the sole purpose 
of beefing up Israel's Olymplc 
contingent — before even con- 
sidering the coat of the acheme. 
And after interviewing the 
athletes involved, {t appears 
doubtful that we shall see much of 
them in Israol, at least in the com- 
ing year. Nevertheless, {t sounds 
more promising than the 
“Krulevitz exercise."

Lefter" who had come to his ideas 
honestly — "1 grew up with the no- 
tion of 'them’ and ‘ua’; they have 
everything and we work for 
them" — but who was already 
somewhat disenchanted because 
“the New Left dealg purely in in- 
tellectual abstractiong."* 

Now the process has led him 
much further, ‘The analysis one 
made in those days about how 
Capitalism works and go on ie still 
Ὁ correct analysis.

I have an eaally arousable 
sense of injustice, and can become 
ἃ very tough creature or a very 
cunning one, There's a bit of Good 
Soldier Schwelk in me, anda hit of 
Machiavelli and a bit of the

The rebel is leas evident than a 
decade ago, when Mercer told me 
he was ‘in deapair.'’ Hig 
marriage to Daphna, a warm and 
pretty Israeli drama student in 
London several yeara ago, has 
helped etch contentment into hia 
face, and he seema far more at 
peace, Hut the emotional "un- 
English" nature and passion 
againat injustice is still arousable. 

“108 a myth that the English 
aren't emotional. The troubie with 
the Engtish is thet, for all kinds of 
historical, soolal and psy- 
chological reasons, they're an 
over-controlled race. In fact, 
Englishmen are a very violent 
people: We exported our violence 
in the form of colonialism for 
three or four hundred years. The 
real problems began when we 
were pushed back into our 
metropolitan country and we now 
have to face thia violence. 

“Look at what we're doing with 
it, The tendency now is for thig 
violence to erupt in Britain aa 
racism and neo-fasclam and all 
kinda of evil. I'm not politically 
active anymore except in putting 
my shoulder and my name, such 
as it is, to this or that cause if it 
makes sense to: me, such as the 
antl-Nazi league, of which I'm a 
sponsor. “J ceased being poilitical- 

hecause, well, 
every man to ΓΗ own job in the’ 
end, My business is ta write. 1 
don't feel detached from society, 
but I fee] it's up to the next 
generation to carry on the 
struggle as I did when I was a 
young man. Ag people get older, 


What does he think of Vanessa 
Redgrave, who starred in his 
prize-winning film Morgan and 
whose recent statements hava in- 
cluded morsels like ‘Zionist 
bullies"'? 

“1 think she's a woman of heart 
with a sense of the injustice and 
oppresalon that exist In the world. 
But she has latched onto a for. 
mula, she has accepted the 
analysis of the Trotskyist 
Workers’ Revolutionary Party a 
priori without scrutinizing {t 
herself, and thig has led her into 
some very unfortunate positions 
and dead ends. It's a case of good 
intentions being placed In a con- 
text where they're cynically used 
And warped." 

The same Trotsky\ste ‘used me 
ten years ago, though I never waa 
{n the party — I'm not a joiner.

I 
disagreed with them on some very 
fundamental polats of ideology 
and when thoy exalted the Palesti- 
nian terrorists at the time of the 
Lod Airport massacre, I Just said 
goodbye,” 


MERCER HAS just completed his 
latest ploy in Bat Galim, Haifa, 
where he, Daphne and their a%- 
year-old-daughter have been 
spending several months with 
Daphna's family. 

“It's my first attempt to write a 
farce, which is a very. difficult 
form," he explains. “Farces are 
rather like clockwork. They have 
nothing to do with human feeling. 
They deal with human behaviour.

After a crawl through some of Tel Aviv’s pubs, HAIM SHAPIRO has some 
second thoughts about the Jewish people and their drinking ‘habits. 
The photographs were taken at the Prince of Wales by LESTER MILLMAN. 


IT ΙΒ DIFFICULT to see Tel Aviv 
as a drinker’s haven. After all, we 
are told again and again by aelf- 
proclaimed experts that Jews are 
not a drinking people. ὃ 

There are citics better known 
for their pubs, or bars, or taverns. 
None the leas, a recent pub crawl 
through Tel Aviv revealed a varie- 
ty of drinking places that do the 
elty proud. Within a very small 
area, we found several es- 
tabiisghments — from bers with 
wood-panelled interiors to 
Mediterranean sidewalk cafés, 
with a few variations In between 
“— that served draught beer. 

At the outset let me state that a 
couple of pints are usually more 
than enough for me. For this 
reason I took with me two 
‘atalwart beer drinkers, rugby 
players with a reputation for put- 
ting down vast quantities. At the 
very least, I felt, they could hold 
me up if the going got rough. 


We began our tour at the Prince: 


of Wales, at 19 Kikar Malchei 
Yisrael. The establishment is a 
complete English (or, to be more 
precise, Welsh) pub transposed to 
the Hastern Med. The walls are 
panelled in heavy dark wood, and 
the only conceasion to local con- 
ditions is the front wall with its 
sliding doors. 

If there is anyone who speaks 
Hebrew at the Prince of Wales he 
doesn't advertise the fact. ‘The 
crowd, chummy and cheery, con- 
alats of young to middle-aged 
rogulars, ail dressed informally. 

Reigning at the bar was Rachel, 
a charming barmaid who told us 
she came from Singapore. Her ac- 
cent and manners testified to the 
advantages of a convent educa- 
tion. She told ua the bad news that 
the pub's Welsh stew is available 
only In the winter. And she 
suggested that we have tacos in- 
stead — from the Taco Taco snack 
bar next door, I don't know whiat 
these snacks are eaten with in 


Mexico, but in Tel Aviv they pro: 
ed to be perfect with draught beer. 
Meanwhile, we noticed that, litt 
ἃ proper pub, the Prince of Wala 
haa a back room. It was set witht 
dart board and the regulars wert 
busy practising. One set of dari 
was decorated with the Englit 
colours, the other Irish. 
One of my associates ha 
brought his own darts along, bo 
ing for a friendly game; but whe, 
he saw the standard of th 
regulars, he turned pale. 


MAKING A hurried exit, we wet 
on to the Bodega, only a {ts 
blocks away in the Lonédl. 
Ministore complex on Rehov it 
Gvirol. In sharp contrast to t® 
bright neon outside, the Bodegt 
hidden away at the end of th 
passage, is dimly lit, with a dec. 
of dusty bottles and casks. TH: 
walla are covered with sombt! 
plaid. H

heme here. The barman, a heavy 
fellow with deep-set eyes and a 
thick black moustache, served us 
our beer and & anusage platter, 
aceompanied by dark rye bread. 
The clients too looked Hke a tough 
crowd, ordering their drinks loud- 
ly and then talking among 
themselves Jn whispers. 


IT WAS quite a change to go from 
there tb the Golden Beer on Rehov 
Dizengoff, just off Dizengoff Cir- 
cle. Sitting outaide, we found that 
one can stil] watch people walk by 
on Dizengoff. With the uaual 
frenzy of a Mediterranean café, 
waiters ran hack and forth, bring- 
Ing drinks and food while the 
ellenta sprawled around their 
tables. 

Those who were not satisfied 
simply to watch the passing 
parade could turn to take in the 
taped colobr TV programmes 
blaring from ἃ set over the bar. 
We watched three fellows near us 
ait down to three beers and a bot- 
tle of brandy. 

“Ah,"* paid one of my fetiow 
drinkers, ‘it's a sight like that 
that makes me proud to be part of 
the Jewish people."* 

We ourselves tempered the beer 
with various snacks, which we 
nibbled from sma) dishes. In ad- 
dition to chips, we tried broad 
black beans, and chick-peas. At 
thls point I made the firat of my 
many visits to the urinal. My com- 
panions, using some secret 
techniques to which I was not 
privy, seemed to be able to con- 
sume unlimited quantities of beer 
without having to get rid of any 
liquid at all. 


LEAVING the sidewalks of 
Dizengoff, we made our way to 
“Little Tel Aviv,” at the extreme 
northern end of Rehov Dizengoff, 
adjacent to the now defunct Tel 
Aviv port. The area abounds with 
restaurants, clubs, bars, dis- 
cothéques and cafés, most of them 
small and intimate. 

One of the more picturesque 
spots, at 684 Rehov Yirmiyahu, is 
known variously as Cissy and 
Avi's, ΕἸ Rancho, and, in honour 
of the hero of ‘‘Roots,"' Kunte Kin- 
ta. Whatever its name, Cissy and 
Avi have made. a virtue of 
cramped quarters by setting up 
an intimate and friendly bar pan- 
elled in heavy wood. 

The tiny bar overflows with 
platters of snacks, of which we 
tried the fish liver, eggplant 
salad, and fresh vegetable salad. 
The country's ethnic groups were 
represented by Moroccan cigars, 
a hot meat mixture In thin rolls of 
pastry, and Jahneen, a Yemenite 
dish consisting of layers of pastry 
roasted for many hours and 


traditionally eaten on Shabbat. 


morning, 
One of Cissy and Avi's regular 


customers explained to ua that we | 


were not sitting In just any pub. 
This partioular establishment, he 
sald, was the hangout of Tel 
Aviv’a performers in the early 
hours of the morning, after they 
tinlahed thetr acts in the city’s 
nightolubs, . ' 


. Not ‘waiting to see the 


celebrities, we went on to the Beer 
Barrel, at 800 Yordei Hasira, a 
meeting piace for the younger set. 

The pub itself is shaped like the 
interlor of ἃ giant beer barrel, and

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BILL OF FARE 


THOUGH I HAVE often been 
tempted to try Habustan, at 68 
Rehov Yafo In Jerusalem, it was 
only after I noted an advertize- 
ment in this paper promising a 
good meal at reasonable prices 
that I (nally made my way there. 

The first thing that struck us 
as we walked up from the parking. 
lot was the beauty of the old stone 
building in which the restaurant ie 
housed. After that we remarked 
on the fact that although it {a not 
far from one of the buslest in- 
tersectiona In town, the vine- 
covered patlo where we ate was 
incredibly quiet. 

As soon as we sat down, a waiter 
brought a large bow! of pickled 
cabbage and carrots. This was 
toliowed by a platter with two 
kinds of eggplant salad and a 
green pepper salad. One type of 
eggplant was the conventional 
mashed vegetable with tehina, the 
other, fried slices marinated and 
topped with chopped pickles. The 
peppers were braised and then 
also marinated in a vinegar mix- 
ture. 


TT WAS while we were eating all 
these, with the help of pitta, that

the waiter aaked what type of 
grilled meat we would like. The 
choice waa restricted to steak, 
chicken breast and kebab. 

I found my ateak to be rather 
thin, if tasty, and regretted that I 
had neglected to tell the waiter 
that I would lke it rare. My com- 
panton’s kebab, on the other hand, 
was ample and tasty, and In this 
case the fact that the ment was 
well done waa a virtue. 

With the meat we were alzo 
served potatoes baked in foil. I 
found mine very good with a little 
salt, and I was especially happy 
that the skin wag clean enough to 
eat. However, there are people 
who might find thelr potato a bit 
dry without margarine or some 
kind of sauce. 

‘The dessert, two generous por- 
tions of fresh melon, was 
refreshing and provided the 

finale to a pleasant outdoor 
summer meal, The Turkish coffce 
was olao very good. 

Although we could have had 
wine with our meal, we thought 
beer a better cholce In view of the 
heat. The bill for two came to 
L220. 

Habuatan (The Orchard), which 
fa strictly kosher, serves as a 
catering hall during the day and ia 
open as a restaurant from 7 p.m.

“A GOOD PUN," sald Boswell, 
“may be admitted among the 
small excellences of lively conver- 
sation.’ Quite apart from the 
amount of wit Involved (which 
may be painfully small), a pun 
depends on the ease with which 
the speaker can use his native 
language, manipulating a series 
of homophones or heteronyms to 
make his point. The pun is the an- 
tithesia of the malapropism, 
which is the hallmark of ig- 
norance. (Remember Pierre 
Salinger’s claim that John F. 
Kennedy was ‘‘a vociferous 
reader''?) Boswell's contem- 
porary, Georg Christoph 
Lichtenberg, wrote, ‘‘Where the 
common people like puns and 
make them, the nation is ona high 
level of culture,” emphasising 
their role as indices of literacy. 
A strong, healthy current of 


’ pibald purining is easily discerni- 


ble in the broad mainstream of 
English literature, from the 
Anglo-Saxon Hxeter Riddle Book, 
through Chaucer, Shakespeare, 
Dryden, Wycherly, Sheridan, 
Farquhar, Byron, Meredith, Swin- 
burne and Hardy — to name only 
a few — to our own day. 
Richard Boston summed it up 
by saying that English literature 
has always had a tendenoy to des- 
cend from the sublime to the cor- 
blimey, and Eric Partridge's 1947 
study of Shakespeare’s Bawdy ex- 
amines this aspect exhaustively in 
226 dictionary-style. pages of 


earthy puns. : 
The broad humour was not 
aslmply tacked on to 


Shakespeare's plays to please.the 
groundlings. It is an integral part 
of his work and hia attitude to the 
human condition. Rather than the 
prurient nigger, his  un- 
squeamishly natural humour 


provokes hearty laughter. 
Shakespeare was simply filling 
the recipe provided by his contem- 
porary, Robert Burton in The 
Anatomy of Melancholy: “Mirth 
purgeth the blood, confirms 
health, causeth a fresh pleasing 
and fine colour, prorogues life, 
whets tho wit, makes the body 
young, lively and fit for any 
manner of employment."' 


APART FROM ἃ Midsummer 
Night's Dream (which Is the 
reason why it {s a favourite set 
book for school examinations) 
there is hardly a play which ia not 
liberally spattered with double 
entendres. Moreover, 
Shakespeare runs the whole 
gamut of suggestive équivoques, 
from the delicate sexual imagery 
οἱ Venua and Adonis to the Bronx 
sheer with which Hamlet puns 
“agg.” 

Even the lyrically-tragic 
Romeo and Juliet is loaded with 
music-hall patter. Mereutio can 
hardly open his mouth without 
sounding like Max Miller, the 
Cheeky Chappie, and, in his 


banter with the Nurse (acting as 


straight man to his comio), he 
produces a sort of three-decker 
pun which works visually (the 
noon position of the clock's hands) 
ag well as verbally: ᾿ 

“Nurse, In it good den? 

Mercutio. "Tig no leas. 1 tell you; 
for the bawdy hand of the dial is 
now upon the prick of noon, =~ 

Nurae. Out upon you! what a 
man are you!" 

In other words, "Oooh, you are 
awful!" It's the sort of stuff which 
used to produce screams of out- 
ragé- and howls of delight from 
those highly-respectable middle- 
aged matrons in Max Miller's 
audiences at the Finsbury Park 
Empire, 

Some of the gags haven*t chang- 
ed for centuries. The punning in 
Sonnet 135, for example, was 


adapted by Donald McGill in his 
most famous naughty acaside 
postcard, "I've lost my little 
Willy,’ while others, thinly- 
disguised, turn up regularly in the 
British comedy series which are a 
staple of Jordan Television. 


THERE USED TO be a much- 
admired sign in a central London 
pub which read “When served 
ladies wlll kindly move away from 
the bar and oblige.'’ This 
venerable joke, which crops up in 
Henry IV, Lear, Anthony and 
Oleopatra and All's Well That 
Ends Well, provides the title for 
Jordan TV's current series, Are 
You Being Served? which is 
hilarlously scripted by Jeremy 
Lloyd and David Croft. 

The flagrant unswerving deter- 
mination to get in a really terrible 
pun, signalled well in advance, is 
part of the awful joy to be derived 
from the antles of the sales ataff at 
Grace Brothers‘ store. Mra. 
Slocum (Mollie Sugden) is trying 
to learn the workings of the toy 
department at a counter which is 
full of clockwork dogs. 

“Ig there no demand for 
mechanical pussiea?"’ ahe enun- 
clates carefully, seeking enlighten- 
ment from the floor walker, Cap- 
tain Peacock (Frank Thornton), 

“Ἔτη told people prefer the real 
thing,”' he answera gravely. 

A struggie for display space on 
the counter temporarily shared by 
the ladies. department ‘and the 
gents outfitting leads Mr. 
Grainger (the late Arthur 
Brough} to level a serious charge 
against Mrs. Slacum: 

“She's taken down my Y- 
fronts!" he protests. 


THE CAST of Are You Being 
Served? includes John Inman as 
the effeminate Mr. Humphries ("1 
do believe in giving young men an 
opportunity’).

Sid James. They all appeared in 
many of the 80 Carry-On films, 
produced, by Peter -Rogers and 
directed by Gerlad Thomas, 
beginning with Carry-On Sergeant 
in 1957. Peter Rogers haa summed 
up hia life's work by aaying, “To 
have made the Carry-On series is 
not an achievement. It's a bloody 
Mberty!"" 


PERMISSIVENHISS is probably 
the deaditeat enomy of the Carry- 
On filma. Sexual liberation andthe 
consequent loss of embarranss- 
ment about once-forbidden topics 
can only stifle the guffaws and 
puncture the Carry-On belly- 
laughs, which are based on a 
basically innocent attitude 
aimilar to that voiced in the 
children's rhyme: 

Ma's out. 
. Pa’s owt. 

Let's talk dirt: * 


Pee, po, belly, bottom, drawera! | 


A timely valedictory has now 
been produced by Kenneth 
Hastaugh in The Carry-On Book 
(David ἃ Charles, £4.95), a 
tribute to the gall of the puns, the 
Qlagrant cheek of the double 
entendres and the audaolty of the 
slapatick, all British to the Cor!" 

The names of the charactera are 
in the grand tradition of Restora- 
tion comedies, Fielding and 
Dickens. The girls Include Linda 
Upmore and Ida Down, while 
among the male roles are Lord 


Hampton of Wick, a couple of In- 
dians — Bunghit Din and the 
Khaal of Kalabar -- Jock Strapp 
and Str Roger de Ledgorley. The 
fattor gag was once used by the 
19th century wit, the Rev. Sydney 
Smith, who commented on the 
poet Samuel Rogers that his 
Christian name only was 8 sub. 
astantive, that his surname was a 
verb, and that both together form- 
ed a proposition and asserted a 
fact which make him the envy of 
one and the favourite of the ofher 
sex. 


THE CORN fs as high as an 
elephant’s eye in the Carry-Ona, 
and the jokea probably predate 
Chaucer. Sid James, playing a 
police sergeant in Carry-On 
Conatabie, briefs one of his men: 
‘and look in on Mra. Battomley 
at No. 24. She complains of 
suspicious activity in the rear of 
her premises.”’ 

In Garry-On Screaming, 
Charlies Hawtrey plays a 
cloakroom attendant ("You can 
sec me any time at my con- 
venience’) who spends all his 
time watching the ladies walk 
acrosa the glass-brick pavement 
which forma part of the roof of hin 
premlscs: 

“Nice woman. Her husband's a 
customer of mine. I know all of 
‘em that go past ‘ere, you know. 
Intimately, you might say."

Carry-On Henry Βα sup: 
posedly based on a recently 
discovered manuscript written by 
Willlam Cobblers which reveals

This could well serve as an 
epitaph on the whole Carry-On 
oeuvre.

Othe last coinage, which ac- 
counts for the title of the book, is 
taken from Sjoberg's work on the 
pre-industrial city. This kind of 
grouping, we are told, was by no 
meang ἃ rare phenomenon in pre- 
Industrial urban populations; 
frequently defined by ethnicity, 
such groups were relegated to the 
lowliest callings and the lowest 
social ranking. 

Has ‘'the Persian-Jewish 
diaspora" been such a group? To 
do Dr. Loeb justice, he does not 
clalm that his fleld work covered 
all of Iranian Jewry; it was con- 
cerned only with the Jewish in- 
habitants of Shiraz, a town in 
southern Iran whose total popula- 
tlon is now estimated at 320,000, of 
whom about two per cent are 
Jews. - 

It {s Dr. Loeb’s contention that 
as bn "'outcaste group," the Jews 
of Shiraz have been an exception 
even to Sjoberg's own assessment 
that Jews usually belong to the 
higher strata of social outcastes 
“because of their domination of 
strategic aspecta of urban 
economic life."" The Jews of 
Shiraz, he tells ua, ‘‘were truly the 
lowest of the low." 

T find it impossible to reconcile

CULINARY NOTES 
Haim Shapiro 


Cooling off 


AMONG THE UNSUNG heroes of 
the recent heat wave are those 
who have continued to cook 
meals, In homes, restaurants and 
hotels. ! 

No doubt there are many who, 
Uke my own family, turned to an 
almost exclusive diet of salads, 
sandwiches and preparations 
such as yoghurt and ice cream, On 
the other hand, there must be 
many others who felt it would 
ahow a lack of moral fibre to omit 
their Friday night chicken soup. 

My own cooking experience dur- 
ing the hot spell came because 1 
was one of those inveterate op- 
timists who simply didn't believe 
that the beastly weather could 
continue that long. As a sign of 
faith, I took a tongue from the 
freezer and left it in the 
refrigerator to defrost. 

When the weather remained 
hot, and the tongue was quite 
ready to cook, I decided to take 
drastic action. Waiting for mid- 
night, when a slightly less than 
sizzling breeze blew through 
Jerusalem, I immersed the 
tongue in a pot af cold water and 
put it on the stove. 


ADJUSTING an electric ven- 
tilator to blow the heat of the cook- 
ing tongue out of the house, I 
seasoned the water with two heap- 
ing teaspoons of salt, a dozen 
peppercorns, a few grains of 
allapice, a clove and a pinch of 
ground ginger. I also poured in 
about a wineglass of vinegar, both 
to add zest and to cut the cooking 
time; 

When the tongue came to the 
boll, I lowered the flame to allow 
it to almmer and ran myself a cool 
bath. While the tongue was im- 
mersed in the pot, I was immers- 
ed in the bath, reading a good 
detective novel, 

After about two hours, I emerg- 
ad to teat the tongue, and found it 
tender. Removing it from the pot, 
I rinsed it with cold water and 
peeled off the skin, leaving it to 


Cool until morning, when I put it in 


the fridge. 
We ate the cold, sliced tongue 


' with a green -sauce. This I 


Prepared by pounding four cloves 
of garlic in a mortar and pestle 
with a.teaspoon of salt. To this I 
added pepper and dry mustard 
and then a generous half cup of 
Chopped parsley and dill, and 
tinally, half a cup of olive of] anda 
Quarter cup of vinegar. 

No doubt I could have made the 
Sauce more quickly and eaally ina 
blender, but the heat had addled 
my. brain and I quite forgot this 
marvel of technology, 0
